Rev. F. E. Taylor, 
pas to r

o rg a n iz a tio n in 1740, and the erection 
seven y e a r s la ter of th eir first church 
at w h at is 
now 
B lack’s 
g rav e y a r d 
w here several of th e fo rm e r p a s to rs 
a r e buried. 
The v ario u s experiences 
th ro u g h which the congregation p a s s ­ 
ed until April 181”. were told briefly, 
G e t t y s b u r g being selected 
for 
th e ir 
place of m eeting at t h a t time. 


F o r th ree y e a rs 
th e 
con g reg atio n 
w orshiped in o th e r churches an d the 
Uourt House, and 
in

By the addition of an 
e x tra 
clerk 
at the G e tt y s b u rg post office, allowed 
by a recent order of the D e p a rt m e n t 
a t W ashington, 
P o s tm a s te r 
Duncan 
has been enabled to establish 
a 
sys­ 
tem of operation which will 
fix 
im ­ 
mediately the responsibility 
for 
any 
losses or m istakes in the financial ac­ 
counts of the employes. 


U nder the old system an y employe 
of the office could respond to a call at 
th e sta m p or general 
delivery 
win­ 
dow. 
The s ta m p 
supply 
and 
cash 
w ere available to any 
one, 
w hether 
money order clerk, stam p clerk, 
dis­ 
trib u tin g 
clerk, 
or 
as s is ta n t 
p o s t­ 
m aste r. Should any 
sh o rta g e 
occur 
d u rin g the day, or should the cash ac ­ 
count be “ lo n g ”, there was practically 
no way to fix the responsibility. D u r­ 
ing the day e ig h t or ten 
mpn 
m ig h t 
have occasion to handle th e cash and 
supplies. 
U nder the new system Mr. Duncan 
has placed tw o clerks in sole

Attacks and Counter Attacks Are So 


Frequent That Both Sides Appear to 


Be on the Offensive. 


Loudon, April 15.—Dispatches from 
Lemberg, via Petrograd, say thai in 
a desperate attack by the Russians on 
the right flank of the Austrian posi­ 
tion at Mezolaborcz, on the Hungarian 
side of the East Beskin mountains and 
about fifty miles south of ITzemysl, 
the Austrians were forced, after a bat­ 
tle lasting twelve hours to make a 
precipitate retreat. 
The whole main crest in this dis­ 
trict, which the Austrians had consid­ 
ered to be impregnable, now is in tile 
hands of the Russians. 
'I'lie 
main 
body of the Austrian 
army then moved on Kostoka. where 
they found the Russians prepared in 
a strong defensive position, and they 
again were repulsed. Another attack 
made by the Austrians in the south­ 
ern district of Uzsok and Veretzkim 
met with a similar check, the Rus­ 
sians occupying a position three miles 
from Uzsok. 
The left Hank of this Austrian army, 
nuder command of Archduke oseph 
Ferdinand, is being gradually exposed 
by the Russian advances toward Bart- 
I eld and (hmimino. 


Teuton Allies Fighting Stubbornly. 
Petrograd, April 15. — Austro Ger­ 
man forces which still hold isolated 
summits of the Carpathians are ion 
testing stubbornly every foot of lite 
Russian advances along the front from 
Bartfeld to Stry. This front runs al­ 
most due east and west for 115 miles. 
Bartfeld is In northern Hungary and 
Stry is eastern Galicia, to the south 
of Lemberg. 
Attacks and counter attacks follow 
with 
such 
rapidity that both sides 
may be said to be taking the offen­ 
sive simultaneously. The shocks are 
resulting lo unusually heavy casual­ 
ties, with only ii slight change in the 
compartivo positions of tile opposing 
forms. 
Uaaok. near the pass ot that name, 
still remains in the possession of the 
Austrians, but the Russians have cap­ 
tured the heights to the northward, 
coming within three miles of the rail­ 
road station, and their occupation of 
the town Itself is expected. The Aus­ 
trians are vigorously repeating their 
efforts to penetrate from Bukowina in­ 
to Russian territory In tile direction 
of Chotin. 
The Russians charcterizc this move 
as a device on the part of the Aus­ 
trians for drawing 
Russian 
troop* 
from the Carpathians. 
They assert 
that the Austrians have heeu unable 
to bring up sufficient reinforcements 
to check the Russian advance, and 
that the only alternative for the Aus­ 
trians is to divert part of the Russian 
forces in other directions.
